R n September 24, during a special 

| | meeting of the AIA Chicago board 
| | of directors, the membership voted 
to approve changes to the Chapter's 
" by-laws. The changes are a direct 
result of the recent membership survey 
and set into motion a restructuring of the 
board of directors. 

"The new board structure will 
improve continuity of leadership and 
clarify the role of board members;" said 
president-elect Stephen Saunders, AIA. 
“By reducing the size of the board, we 
will increase its effectiveness and be able 
to move quickly on issues." 

In May, a survey was mailed to all 
architect and full associate members of 
AIA Chicago to measure the members' 
level of satisfaction, to identify reasons 
members joined and reasons they remain a 


member, to measure members' satisfaction 
with specific programs and activities, to 
measure the importance of specific 
programs and activities, and to solicit 
suggestions for new member services and 
programs. 

The members told us they want AIA 
Chicago to promote the value of the 
architect, they need services and benefits 
delivered in different ways, and they are 
too busy for all but the most relevant 
programs 

"As time becomes more precious 
to all of us, it's important to find specific 
ways members can participate,” 

Saunders said. 

In response to the member survey, 
completed in July and reported to you in 
the September issue of Focus, the board of 
directors endorsed changes to better serve 
the membership. At the board meeting on 
August 27, they voted to ask the 
membership to approve a restructuring of 
the board. Members approved the changes 
on September 24. 

The goals of these changes are to 1) 
focus on large issues of common concern 
to the whole membership; 2) target 
programs and services to specific groups 
of members by needs and location; 3) 
provide opportunities for participation 
beyond committees. In addition, they will 
reduce turn-over on the board, thus 
building expertise at the board level on 
issues such as promotion, government 
affairs, and the ever-changing needs of 
members. 

At the meeting, committee chairs 
voiced a commitment to continuing 
communication with the board and asked 
that open communication remain a 
priority. Members expressed a desire for 
the board, although smaller, to remain 
diverse to reflect the Chapter's 
membership. Bl
